“ Chhattisgarh Gazette” (Extra ordinary ) on the same day, had invited tenders from the distillers for the 
manufacturing and supply ofcountry liquor in sealed & packed bottles from distillery ofthe tenderer to the 
supply area ofRaipur, Durg , Rajnandgaon , Bastar, Bilaspur, Korba, Janjgir - Chapma and Raigarh of the 
State of Chhattisgarh on 24th February , 2010 . The State Government has decided to reject the tenders 
received in response to the Tender Notice referred to .above for above all 08 areas and to invite fresh 
tenders on the basis of this Tender Notice. 


2 . Therefore, Sealed tenders (separate for each area to bementioned in the tender ) are invited from 
distillers for the grantof licence (s ) under the provisions of the Chhattisgarh Country Spirit Rules, 1995 , 
framed under Chhattisgarh Excise Act, 1915 (No . Il of 1915 ) for supply of Country Liquor through 
storage warehouses situated in the supply areas of the State to the retail sale contractors of country liquor 
in sealed bottles after bottling and packaging in the distillery of the tenderer in Master cartons for a period 
· commencing from 1st April 2010 and ending with 31st March 2011.

3 . The tenderer should be a distiller holding appropriate licence for distillery from the competent 
authority and their distillery should be in production . Every intending distiller is free to tender for any one or 
more number of supply areas indicated in the caption . 
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4 . The under mentioned factors will be borne in mind while considering a tender /tenders for supply 
area/ areas : 

4 .1 The compensatory rate for supply quoted — The rate / rates quoted by a tenderer as

The decisicn to accept or reject a tender shall be taken on the basis of tender/ tenders received in 
the light of the above and any other relevant factor and no negotiations will be held . It is also notified for 
the information of intending tenderers that tenders of a distiller in respect of only such number of supply 
areasmay be considered of which the total estimated quantity of issues of country liquor i. e. fixed annual 
minimum guarantee quantity for retail shops ofCountry liquor in the State for the year 2010 - 2011 , does not 
exceed 80 percentof the quantity arrived at by deducting committed supplies of Country Liquor to other 
States /U . T . S . from the maximum of annual production in his distillery during the last four years i . e .2005

6 . If the tenderer has been a supply contractor for any area /areas during any of these years and if he 
has submitted tenders in respect of such number of areas of which the total estimated quantity of issues for .

as aforesaid , tenders in respect of such areas, to be determined by the State Government, ofwhich the .

to time. The successful tenderer shall appoint a quality control manager at his distillery : 
The country spirit shall be manufactured using rectified spirit by reducing, blending, 
essencing, colouring, flavouring, maturing, bottling , labeling, sealing, fixing hologram , 
packing in master cartons etc . The colour and essence used in manufacturing of country 
spirit shall be of food grade. The successful tenderer shall dispatch country liquor in 
sealed and packed bottles from his distillery to the storage warehouse (s ). He will sell 
only hygienic potable country spirit to the retailers and will ensure that it is fit for human 
consumption . The issue price of country spirit in sealed glass bottles of volume 750 ml. , 
375ml. and 180ml, is fixed at Rs. 5 .50, Rs. 4 . 10 ard Rs. 2 . 30 per piece respectively 
which will be paid by the retail contractors to the successful tenderer . . . .

The tenderer will be bound to purchase up to 50 % of empty glass bottles of issued 
glass bottles only in good condition of country liquor from the retail contractors at his 
manufacturing warehouse of country liquor and the cost of empty glass bottles shown in 
the table , shall be refunded to the retail contractor on the time of return of empty glass 
bottles. The District Excise Officer ( Distillery) will verify the returned empty glass

10 .10 The supplier is bound to follow the guidelines issued by the Excise Commissioner time 
to time, with regard to the packaging and quality of country liquor. 
10 . 11 The ratio of supply of country liquor w .e. f. 01 -04 - 2010 in different sizes of glass bottles 

to the retail contractors in the area / areas is fixed as under :

The above ratio means that every 100 bulk litres of supply of country liquor to the 
retail contractor shall consist of 10 bulk litres in glass bottles of 750 ml size , 20 bulk 
litres in glass bottles of 375 mlsize and 70 bulk litres in glass bottles of 180 ml size .

the storage warehouses of his supply area should have hologram stickers affixed on 
them . Hologram Sticker will be issued to the successful tenderer from the Office of the 
Excise Commissioner on the payment of cost of hologram as per rate fixed by the State 
Government.

12.2 . The successful tenderer will have to supply 60 degree under proof of Rasi, 50 degree

The State Government shall have the right to extend the period of contract for such 
period as may appear appropriate in the circumstances prevailing at the time of 
conclusion of the contract period on the same terms and conditions and the successful 
tenderer shall be bound to continue supply during the extended period . 


13 . The State Governmentmay, at its discretion , change the issue price of country spirit and cost 
of empty glass bottles mentioned in condition No. 10 .6 and 10 . 8 during the currency of the contract 
period and the said changes shall be binding on successful tenderer / licensee .

16 . The successful tenderer shall have to pay to the outgoing contractor / contractors the value 
of the warehouse goods and equipment, as per .valuation determined by the Excise Commissioner. 
He shall purchase country liquor in sealed bottles in stock on the day of expiry of licence of the 
outgoing licensee at the rates applicable to the supplies made by outgoing licensee within thirty 
days from the commencement of the contract. . 


For the faithful observance of this condition : the successful tenderer shall have to furnish in 
respect of each area a bank guarantee valid up to 30th June, 2011 for an amount of Rs. 2 ,50 ,000 / 
(Rupees Two lakh , Fifty thousand ) only , issued from the branch of a Nationalized Bank or 
Scheduled Commercial bank or Regional Rural Bank in favour of Excise Commissioner, 
Chhattisgarh payable at Raipur. In case the successful tenderer fails to pay to the outgoing 
contractor / contractors the value of the goods and equipment as determined by Excise 
Commissioner and the price for country liquor in sealed bottles within 30 days, of such value and 
price being communicated to him by the Excise Commissioner, the bank guarantee shall be liable to 
be invoked and the Excise Commissioner will be authorized to instruct the bank to transfer the 
amount to the outgoing contractor towards payment on account of the amount due to him . 


17 . The conditions of the licence for supply and ruies applicable to such supply are subject to 
revision from time to time at the discretion of the State Government. The Successful tenderer will 
have to deposit a security amount as mentioned in Annexure - II in respect of each area. This 
amount shall be deposited in cash or by means of a bank draft or bank guarantee valid up to 
30 June, 2011 issued by a branch of any Nationalized bank or Scheduled commercial bank or 
Regional Rural Bank in favour of the Excise Commissioner , Chhattisgarh payable at Raipur. . 


18 . The tenderer shall have to submit an undertaking in a format annexed with tender notice, as 
Annexure - III, to pay the losses and compensation for damages to the State Government and retail 
contractors in case of failure or delay of supply of country liquor in his area . In such cases, the 
supply of country liquor would be ensured from an alternative source at his risk and cost. If there is 
pendency of challans for issue of country liquor due to inadequate production of country liquor in a 
particular fortnight, the successful tenderer shall be treated as a defaulter . In case of more than one 
such continuous default it will be treated as continuous failure of supply . In such case of continuous 
failure of supply other exigencies, the supply area of the successful tenderer may be detached and 
allotted to adjoining country liquor supplier whose rate is the lowest and whose capacity is not 
exhausted as.per condition 4 .3 of this Tender Notice with a 10 % increase in his rate . In exceptional 
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cases where, at any point of time, the Excise Commissioner feels that the contract- rate has become 
unviable due to unusual increase in the prices of raw material, coal etc . and it is not possible for any 
one of the supply contractor to supply country liquor at the existing rate , then fresh Tenders may be 
invited for that.area at the risk and cost of the defaulting supplier . The difference in price would 
have to be borne by the defaulting tenderer .
